Ramon Pico, descendant of a noted 
Spanish family in California who were 
largely connected w ith the history and 
making of the State passed away af- 
ter a lingering illness shortly before 
noon today at his .home on Broadway 
near Eagle avenue. He was seventy- 
elgih-t years of age last August 


Deceased leaves a w-idow and a num- 


ber of grown children 


Major Pico was a nepnew of Plo 


Pico California's War Governor, who 
was 
the Executive of the present 


great gtate from 1830 to 1836 and 
again Governor for the period between 
1844 and 1847 His grandfather, Ma- 
jor Dolores Pico came to this country 
from Spain in 1761 having commis- 
sions from the Spanish .Ring to build 
missions and subdue the Indian tribes 
The deceased Major Pico has been 
very proud of the fact tnat a richly 
jeweled sword gKen to his grand- 
father by the King of Spain for valor- 
ous and chivalrous deeds in the long 
ago Spanish province w-» s«ven by 
the Alameda Major to the late Pres- 
ident CJarfleld 
He possessed an auto- 


graph letter of thanks written to him 
by General Garfleid a few days before 


fell from an assassin's bullet whicn 


has always been among tne ol d gran- 
dee s most priced relics 


General Antonio Maria Pico 
com- 


manded the Mexican troops In Cali- 
fornia during the war of 1846 
At the 


close of the War General Pico was one 
of the signers of the tieaty of tjuad- 
alupe Hidalgo 
When Bu-nett was 


elected flrst Governor of California, 
General Pico was made Lieutenant- 
] Governor Subsequently he served as 


j a Supreme Judge of the State and was 


I at a later date appointed by President 
Llncoin Registrar of the Government 


Major Pico was wont to dilate with 


pride upon his own career In early 
dajs, telling how he was made a cap- 
tain enlisting In this State In the Un- 
ion army during the Rebellion and 
claiming to have raised and equipped 
at his own expense four 
companies 


of the First United States Cavalry 
For 
distinguished service he was 


.promoted to the rank of Major 
Major 


Pico sougnt for many years to receive 
recompense through the Legislature 
for lands confiscated In early days and 
a few years ago finally succeeded In. 
securing an appropriation for his bene- 
fit amounting to about 16000. 


Major and Mrs Pico formerly lived 


in Oakland imt after 
securing his 


money from the State he bought prop- 
erty here and since made thig city his 
home

At the 
same time, outfield throwing has de- 
teriorated, and fallen off to an amazing 
degree. Fewer runners now circle the 
Infield on wild shots than in the olden 
day, and as a sort of compensation, 
fewer runners are nipped at the plate 
of between the bases by long throws 
from the gardeners.

a game without at least one skyscrap- 
ing shot by a shortstop or third base- 
man— a high toss which sailed far 
above.first base and brought up some- 
where near the stand while the runner i 
Jogged giddily round seldom stopping 
short of third. Just to balance this 
and keep the equations even, there was 
also at* least one daisy-cutting shot [ 
which the first baseman couldn't have | 
secured with a scoop-shovel—a China- 
seeking projectile which h'ad a delight- 
ful habit of rolling under the bench 
and getting lost amid the feet and bat- 
bags while the runner steamed from 
crag to crag like the bounding chamois 
of the Alps. Nowadays those throws 
but seldom happen, and the fielding 
averages 
are 
materially improved 


thereby. 
The 
third 
basemen 
and 


shortstops seem to have acquired the 
knowledge of the range and distance 
to a certainty. 
They snap up ball 


after ball send them across, true as a 
die, right 
into the expectant hands, 


and even their widest efforts seldom 
pass the baseman's hands. Nearly ev- 
ery infielder In either big league has 
acquired a clean-cut 
and 
accurate 


throw, and it is seldom Indeed that a 
runner can get so far as second on an 
erring pass to first. 


The long thr'ows from the outfield, 


meanwhile, have been growing steadily 
poorer. In former days, beautiful shots 
from the field, getting runners as they 
slid home, were of delightfully fre- 
quent occurence. while right fielders 
were continually trying for base run- 
ners on short hits, and were often get- 
ting them at first. Today, It is pract- 
ically an unheard-of thing for a right 
fielder to head off a batsttian, while the 
throws home are generally beaten with 
ridiculous ease. 


The great outfield'throwers of a few 


.years ago were, as a rule, left-handed 
men, and the way they could wing a 
ball to the platter was a sight- to tingle 
the blood of a hermit. How often, with 
a runner on second, would a ball go 
whizzing Into the field? The runnel- 
would go round the bend at third and 
set full sail for home; the fielder would 
come In to take up the ball on scoop 
or bound, rise and throw almost with 
the motion of rising. Over the infield 
•the ball would come, straight as an 
arrow— a desperate slide, a puff of 
dust—the catcher, taking the throw 
full and fair, rarely stepping from the 
plate, turned u-pon the runner, and the 
slide for life was lost.

Passes Assembly,

- SACRAMENTO, February 1.—A bill 
which will Interest people In Oakland 
and into which It might be advisable 
for them to look before Is passes the 
Senate, because it passed the Assem- 
bly, yesterday, is that by Stanton of 
Los Angeles which was Introduced at 


' the instance of people of that city who 


believe in electrical Illumination. In 
the southern metropplls, districts have 
"keen formed and, with these districts, 
the residents have declared In favor 
of elaborate methods of street illum- 
ination at night, the Illuminating bulbs 
'being formed Into arches and other 
.fanciful designs, which serve to make 
the district attractive and, the resi- 
dents say, to increase the value of 
property. 


The expenses of this Illumination Is 


to be borne by the district. 
By thld 


act, where public interest or conven- 
ence requires, the Council has author- 
ity to order poles, posts, wires, pipes 
conduits and lamps, as also to order 
gas, electricity or other Illuminating 
agent to be furnished along streets 
and alleys. 


The difference between this method 


and that which obtains in Oakland is 
that In the latter place, street Illumi- 
nation, as such, Is paid for by the 
"municipality . tinder the Stanton bill, 
it Is to be paid i>y a district, specially 
••tabllshed after the manner of as- 
sessment districts for street Improve- 
ments which Is now in force in Oak- 
land. For the purpose of carrying- out 
this idea of attractive 
illumination, 


the Council must adopt a resolution 
of Intention on the subject, it must 
also appoint some person to prepare 
plans and specifications, to give an 
•estimate of the cost to prepare a dia- 
gram of the proposed district and as- 
sessment of the cost of the Improve- 
ment. The proposed improvement, if 
approved, the project Is to be submit- 
ted to the Council which can order the 
•Improvement made or otherwise and, 
in'the event of the work being ordered, 
:'the Council is empowered to appoint 
at time for hearing protests against the 
project 
The other requirements are 


similar to- those now followed in mak- 
ing street improvements in Oakland. 
The matter is really In the hands of 
the property-owners, though It Is not 
.Relieved that many 
Oaklanders are 


looking for this somewhat novel spec- 
ies of improvement which no* obtains 
In the south.

claimed that this additional sum would 
enable .every school district;.to.extend 
It school term nearly, ten months, or 
would permit a substantial increase of 
the teacher's salary.

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Why a Stamp Tax is Inexpedient.

The Watsonville Pajaronian ventures to advocate, the imposition 


of a stamp tax to increase the State's revenue. It says no tax is more 
equitable. This is true, but at the same time no tax is more irritating 
2nd more repugnant to public sensitiveness. 
A stamp tax is not ob- 


'jectionable on any grounds of equity, but it is inexpedient on account 
of its unpopularity. If the Legislature were to impose one, the suc- 
ceeding Legislature would be importuned to repeal it and would 
probably do so.

used in favor of the tariff is that it collects a tax of a ma,n when he is 
not aware of it, and hence he is not so apt to make trouble about ex- 
penditures. But should not every man be able to tell just how much 


priations. Nearly every public institution in the State wants money 
for new buildings or some other improvement, and Los Angeles wants 
an expensive historical building, 'while San Francisco is asking an 
appropriation for a) normal school building. It would not be surpris- 
ing, therefore, if the Legislature should be warned to go slow by 
rumors skillfully set afloat of the Governor's intention to freely use the 
veto power in deaJing with appropriation bills. 


But while Governor Pardee is justified in keeping a tight rein on 


expenditures, it is poor policy to be niggardly with the State. Uni- 
versity.

The agricultural college should be housed in a building beauti-i

for $150,000. No mere temporary or makeshift buildings should be 
erected on the campus at Berkeley; and when the Legislature provides 
for a new agricultural building it should grant a sum sufficient to

Free Trade With the Philippines. 


The" acquisition of the Philippines, of course, meant the ultimate 


establishment of free trade' between the islands and the United States, 
but it is and has been an open question when this should be brought 
about. Among protectionists the opinion has generally prevailed that 
the change should be gradual; all of them were opposed to putting it 
into immediate effect. Secretary Taft, who knows the islands perhaps 
as well as any man living, is m favor of admitting certain Philippine 
products, notably sugar, tobacco and hemp, free of duty. 
When 


he was Governor of the archipelago he was opposed to abolishing all 
duties on trade between this country and the islands, but his opposi- 
tion was based on questions of expediency. He does not now ad- 
vocate free trade outright, but simply propos.es that the chief articles 
of export from the Philippines be admitted duty free. 
He is of the 


opinion th'at this will greatly benefit the Filipinos and have a stimulat- 
ing effect on the trade between the States and the islands. He is pos- 
itive that the sugar and tobacco industries of this country\vill not 
suffer by the arrangement he proposes. 
If he is right, there is no 


reason why Congress should not act favorably on his suggestion. 
The expected harm has not resulted from reciprocity with Cuba, and 
perhaps the danger from Philippine competition may be overestimat 
ed. Admitting Philippine sugar free of duty will tend to loosen the- 
hold of the sugar trust, and that is a point m favor of Secretary Taft's 
proposition.

A Simpler Life For the Hog. 


Now the agricultural scientists are demanding the simpler life for 


the hog. They say the thoroughbred swine o^the day is effete from 
overfeeding and slothful habits. Being bred to luxurious ease and not 
ha,ving to rustle xfor his grub, he has grown to be subject to various in- 
firmities of the flesh. ]jle is particularly a prey to tuberculosis, but 
as he is usually slaughtered for ham and bacon when he is anywhere 
from eight to thirteen months old, the effects of the insidious disease 
do not appear m him but manifest themselves to the gourmets -who 
are addicted to baked ha,m and broiled bacon. It is also alleged that 
the bones of the modern hog are growing smaller and weaker. To 
such an extent has the bon> frame dwindled that many hogs are un- 
able to stand on their legs for more than a fe\\ minutes at a time. The 
theory now being promulgated is that a hog nearer the razor back 
type supplies a better and more healthful article of food and is freer from 
disease. 
In some of the Southern States the razor back is credited 


with still another virtue in the race for the survival of the fittest. With 
a fair start it is said he can outrun the brother in black. But this may 
be a libel on both the hog and the colored man. However, the de- 
mand for a hog nearer to nature deserves some attention. A reversion 
of type in the hog may have some effect on the hog-eating animal. A 
mast-fed hog and a grass-fed man may produce a purer and a greater 
civilization and a larger harmony in nature.

MILLER ESCAPES THE LAW 


A SECOND TIME. 


Unsuspecting 
Judge Turns Him 


Loose and Alameda Police are . 


Now Looking For Him. 


ALAMEDA, February 1.—After hav- 


ing escaped from the Alameda police 
nearly two years ago, when he was 
charged with assault with a deadly 
weapon upon his i\ife, Frances Miller, 
being reca-ptuied 
in San 
Trancisco, 


Reuben G. Miller has again escaped 
the meshes of the law and left for parts 
unknown. 
The second departure of 


Miller, it appears, was by virtue of a 
wily attorney and an unsuspecting 
court. 
Miller, whose brutal assault upon his 


wife. Whom' he slashed with a pocket 
knife In April, 1903, at the Leona Ho- 
tel here, was a sensational episode at 
the time, succeeded in effecting his 
escape from the authorities alter being 
sent to the Alameda County Infirmary, 
having- feigned serious Illness after 
his arrest for the crime The efforts of 
Chief of Police John Conrad to appre- 
hend him after he walked away from 
the Infirmary and escaped from the 
State proved futile until a lew days 
ago, when tie returned to San Francis- 
co, located his wife, and again made 
threats to take her life. 


Miller was arrested in the city on a 


charge of threats to kill sworn to by 
Mrs. 
Miller. Then 
the 
local police 


heard of his whereabouts and were 
about to make arrangements to have 
him turned over to the authorities here 
to answer for the crime committed in 
this city on April 12, 1903. 


"When Detective George H. Brown 


•went to the city to secure the prisoner 
he found that Miller's case had not 
been called in the court theie, owing 
to a long list of minor offenders await 
Ing trial. Later the detective learned 
from the police across the bay that at 
the request of Attorney Campbell Po- 
lice Judge Fritz had allowed the de- 
'femJant to go upon his own recogni- 
zance, not being aware at the time that 
a more serious offense was charged 
against Mm. Naturally enough Miller 
failed to appear when his name was 
called, and although a. bench warrant 
*was issued for his arrest it is more 
than probable that he has made good 
his escape for a second time. 


Miller stabbed his wife five times in 
the face while in a jealous frenzy at a 
local hotel. 
He was sought for in 
vain for nearly two years by the Ala- 
meda police before being discovered 
across the bay, only to slip through 
the fingers of the sleuths for the sec- 
'ond time,'

Hie committee's report favors the con- 
struction of wharves in West Berkeley, 
to cost $46,000, the building of a manual 
training school to cost 320.000. 
The" committee opposes the, construc- 
tion 6f a new city hall or the building up 
Of'"parks, saying that "more Imperative 
needs" should be provided for -at this 
.time.

SURGEONS 
HAVE 
PRESERVED 


HEALTH OF THE 


TROOPS. 


GENERAL OKU'S HEADQUARTERS, 


Jan. 29, noon, via Tien Tsin, Feb. 1 — 
Japanese field surgeons and field hospitals 
ha-ve accomplished a triumph, according 
tp statistics obtained by the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press from the 
chief surgeon of General Oku's army. 
There have been in the entire army 
since the landing on May 6 only foity 
deaths from disease. 
The figures show that up to December 
1, there were treated 24,642 cases ff 
diseases 
Of these forty resulted fatally, 


18,578 patients recovered, 5,609 were *?n; 
to Japan, and the remainder were undci- 
golug treatment when the figuies v.ue 
compiled. 
It is believed that these figures are 


unequalled in the history of warfare. 
There weie only 193 cases of typhoil 


and 34- of dysentery, while of berl-bpri 
there were 5,070. 
The other cases of 
disease weie not serious. 


Vh£ casualties In General Oku's army 
fiom May 6 to December 19 were as fol- 
lows:

MONEY TO THE SENATORS. 


Sensational Evidence Given at the In= 


vestigation at Sacramento Last 


Night—Story of How the Coin 


Was Passed Along. 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 1.—The hear- 


ing of ths charges against Senators 
Emmons, French, Wright and Bunkers, 
charged wltn accepting a.bribe was re- 
sumtd last night, and was tragic in Its 
Intensity from the opening testimony 
of Clarence Grange to near the close, 
rwhen Dent H. Robert, managing editor 
of the Examiner, and Gavin McNab 
•tood quivering with rage witnin short- 
arm reach and hurled accusations at 
each other. 


The trend of the cross-examination 


on the part of attorneys for the de- 
fense shows that it is the Intention to 
ir.ake Joe Jordan the scapegoat If pos- 
sible and also to cloud the issue in a 
naze 
of 
politics by endeavoring to 


show that the trap was laid to catch 
•a political enemy. This, however, <he 
committee on Investigation showed that 
It would not permit, although allow- 
ing the greatest latitude in questioning 
•witnesses. Jordan has been arrested 
and charged with felony and is cow 
being held in the Sheriff's office. 


DRAMATIC SCENE IN SENATE. 
The hearing had been set for eight 


o'clock, in one of the Supreme Court 
rooms, but by 7:30 o'clock the 
room 
was packed almost to suffocation, and 
the investigation was adjourned to the 
Senate Chamber. 
Before eight o'clock 
nearly every member of both houses 
had gathered. 
Senators and Assem- 
blymen massed closely, two at a desk, 
and stood in the aisles, overflowed the 
desks of the clerks and the president. 
Strained and tense faces were the rule 
among the spectators. 


The silence of the crowd was so in- 
tense that during much of the testi- 
mony bits of Ice floating in the water 
pitcher on the committee's desk could 
be heard tinkling against the glass. 
At the president's desk were 
Mayor 


Schmitz, General Dickinson and Col- 
onel Burgin. District Attorney 
Sey- 


mour of Sacramento county sat near 
the witnesses, and not a word of the 
testimony escaped him. As the details 
of the plan laid to expose the graft 
were recounted with the minutest de- 
tails there were half audible sighs of 
regret, ami occasionally such expres- 
sions as "I don't see how they can get 
away from that."
